   A)  Board appointment for the Compensation Board - Commissioner Hamilton MOVED to 

   appoint Rich Cowger and Natasha Sailer to the Compensation Board.  Commissioner Shupak 

   SECONDED.  No Discussion.  Motion passed unanimously. 

 

   Road & Bridge 

   A)  EDA grant application in the amount of $5,416,670.00 with County matching funds in the  

Amount of $1,083,330.00.  - Commissioner Hamilton MOVED to approve the grant             

application for the EDA matching funds.  Commissioner Shupak SECONDED.  Discussion –       

Commissioner Hamilton explained this grant is for 5 projects throughout the county for slide 

areas and road work in the West Rosebud, Limestone and Fiddler Creek areas.  Commissioner 

Crago stated that he is in favor of this grant as long as the budget allows for it without cutting 

out any other services.  Stephanie Ray stated she wanted to thank the people involved in 

putting this grant together.  Motion passed unanimously. 

 

B)  EDA grant amendment to the preliminary engineering memorandum for the West 

Rosebud, Limestone and Fiddler Creek slide areas, Stillwater County engineering services on-

call Great West Engineering - Commissioner Hamilton MOVED to approve the grant 

amendment for preliminary engineering.  Commissioner Shupak SECONDED.  Discussion – 

Mark Schreiner stated that the original grant did not cover the total scope of engineering work.  

This amendment will cover those costs.  Motion passed unanimously. 

 

DES 

A)  Multi-hazard Mitigation Plan Update Grant in the amount of $199,999.98 - Commissioner 

Hamilton MOVED to approve the multi-hazard mitigation plan for DES.  Commissioner 

Shupak SECONDED.  Discussion - Commissioner Crago explained that this a five-county 

plan, Stillwater and its neighboring counties, that has to be updated on a regular basis.  This is 

an update to the existing plan. Commissioner Hamilton stated there is a $6000.00 per county 

match and the grant money will be split up amongst the participating counties.  Motion passed 

unanimously.
